Claim Rejections -35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 US.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 1 is rqected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Moller et al. (U.S. 3,817,419). 
Moller et al. teaches an airtight container having a body 10 with an opened upper surface at 12, a lid 21 
and a locking portion at 20. At least two locking flanges (30-37) are disclosed in col. 2 lines 23-28. The 
locking portion has locking flanges which are pivotally coupled to the lid between elements 30- and 25 
(see figure 2). The hooking protrusion is shown at 40 and the hooking ribs are shown at 13 and 14. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1 have been considered but are moot in view of the 
new ground(s) of rejection. Moller et al. teaches a hooking protrusion formed in the middle of a lower 
portion of the locking flange at set forth in the amended claim
